Gold Fish Flourish In 
Brooks Stock Pond 


Hundreds of goldfish found thris 
ing in a district stock-pond have 
caused an unprecedented demand 
in Brooks for fish-food, aquariums 
and fish bowls, report iocal mer- 
chants. 

The stock pond containing the 
locally raised goldfish is located on 
the farm of Mr. and Mrs. Sam A\}- 
berts of One Tree, about 10 miles 
northeast of Brooks. Three years 
ago the Alberts placed four ordin- 
ary goldfish in the pond in orde: 
to make room in their small aqua 


rium for some new Fantails, a 
fancier variety of goldfish. Last 
year, While enlarging a part of the 


pond, a number of goldfish were 
seen, much to the astonishment of 
Mr. and Mrs. Alberts, who never 
expected the fish to survive the first 
Winter, 

During the past week the pond 
Was again drained while again en 
larging it, and the hundreds of 
goldfish were  diseovered, varying 
color from pale gold and silver to 
deep orange and black spotted, The 
size of some of the fish is unusual, 
many being over six inches in 
and a few about 12 inches, 
causing local naturalists to wonder 
food and conditions in the 
stock pond have proven so ideal 
for the propagation of the fish, and 


whether the raising of goldfish 
conld be a nrofitable undertaking 


here. 

Many of the goldfish have been 
placed in a stock tank temporarily 
until the enlarging of the pond is 
completed, Scores of children and
